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CI.S.  Senator  John  Danforth 
to  speak  at  commencement

Missouri  Senator  John 
Danforth  will  be  the  speaker 
at  Avila’s  May  8th  Commence- 
ment Exercise. 

The  senator,  who  in  1976 
became  the  first  Republican 
elected  to  the  Senate  in  30 
years,  is  currently  serving  on 
the  Senate  Finance,  Com- 
merce, and  Government 
Affairs  Committees.  In  addi- 
tion, he  is  chairman  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Interna- 
tional T rade,  the  Subcommit- 
tee on  Surface  Transporta- 
tion, and  the  Subcommittee 
on  Federal  Spending  Practices. 

Danforth’s  roots  go  deep 
into  the  state  as  he  is  a fifth 
generation  Missourian,  born 
and  raised  in  St.  Louis  where 
he  received  much  of  his  sec- 


ondary education.  In  1958, 
he  obtained  a Bachelor  of 
Arts  Degree  from  Princeton 
University  and  5 years  later 
in  1963.  he  earned  a Bachelor 
of  Divinity  Degree  from  Yale 
Divinity  School  and  a Bache- 
lor of  Laws  Degree  from  Yale 
Law  School. 

Quite  remarkably,  John 
Danforth  is  the  only  known 
individual  to  have  received 
these  two  degrees  from  Yale 
University  on  the  same  date. 
Upon  graduation,  he  went 
on  to  practice  law  with  a 
successful  firm  stationed  in 
New  York.  Danforth  later 
established  himself  with  a 
prominent  group  of  lawyers 
in  the  St.  Louis  area. 

In  1968  and  again  in  1972, 


the  Senator  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  Attorney  Gen- 
eral for  the  state  of  Missouri. 
The  following  year  he  was 
appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Missouri  Law  Enforcement 
Council. 

The  Senator  has  a strong 
religious  background  and 
has  been  ordained  to  the 
clergy  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  Danforth  has  been 
awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award  of  the  St. 
Louis  Jaycees  and  was  a 1 968 
recipient  of  the  Missouri 
Jaycees  Outstanding  Young 
Man  award,  as  well  as  ob- 
taining numerous  Honorary 
doctors  and  masters  degrees 
from  colleges  and  universities.

Avila  has  joined  in  the  Na- 
tional health  craze  by  be- 
coming part  of  “Health  Fair 
’82".  The  college  will  partake 
in  the  week  by  offering  "Mak- 
ing Wellness  Fun”  day  on 
May  1.

Providing  that  the  weather 
is  good,  nutrition  booths  will 
be  set  up  in  the  quad  for 
people  to  browse  around. 
Free  food  samples  and  spe- 
cial recipes  will  be  handed 
out  in  conjunction  with  pam- 
phlets stressing  low-salt, 
sugar,  and  cholesterol  diets. 
Videotapes  will  also  be  shown 
on  the  Kansas  City  restau- 
rants that  serve  these  special 
diets. 

The  Kansas  City  Comets 
are  coming  to  speak  on  injury 
prevention  before  exercising. 
An  obstacle  course  will  be 
set  up  to  put  the  new  learned 
skills  into  action  as  well  as 
test  the  cardiovascular  sys- 
tem. Aerobic  and  Jazzercise 
representatives  will  be  avail- 
able also  to  explain  the 
necessity  for  cardiovascular 
awareness. 


Avila  will  also  be  one  of  the 
twenty-six  locations  cited  to 
operate  screening  tests  for 
potential  diseases.  Tests  will 
check  eye  sight,  cardiovas- 
cular rate,  blood  pressure, 
breast  tissue,  and  other  bodily 
functions  and  areas. 

"Making  Wellness  Fun" 
should  prove  to  be  informa- 
tive and  worthwhile.  There 
is  no  cost  and  all  adults  18 
and  older  are  invited.  All 
Avila  students,  faculty  and 
staff  are  invited.
